CHICAGO (A P ) — M illions of 
cicadas are about to em erge from 17 
years of darkness for a short but 
tuneful existence before disappearing 
for another 17 years. 
These Rip Van Winkles of the insect 
w orld, com m only c a lled 
17-year 
locusts, are the longest lived of all 
insects. But all except a few weeks of 
that life is lived underground. 
During those few w eeks, the mating 
call of the m ale cicada reaches a 
crescendo in midafternoon and the 
rhythmic chorus can 
be heard

quarter-mile away. 
Henry Dybas, curator of insects at 
the Field Museum of Natural History,

"What really hurts in matters of this 
sort is not the fact that they occur, 
I x* ca ase overzealous people in cam­ 
paigns do things that are wrong,’’ 
Nixon said last Aug. 29. ‘‘What really 
hurts is if you try to cover it up.” 
That is hurting now as Watergate 
accusers point to men high in the White 
House, while Nixon’s spokesmen deny 
the President had any knowledge of 
wliat was going on 
There has been a claim that political 
surveillance originally was ordered 
because of a risk of demonstrations 
against Republican campaigners. 
But that could hardly tx* a motive for 
the 
wiretapping-burglary

Democratic headquarters last June 17, 
or for the abortive attempt to bug the 
campaign offices of Sen, George 
McGovern three weeks earlier 
It seems more likely that Watergate 
happened because the Committee for 
the Re-election of the I Resident w as 
unleashed to do what its title said, with 
more money to spend than any can­ 
didate could really need 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, who actually 
ran that committee in its early days, 
liefore John N. Mitchell resigned as 
attorney general for his stint as 
chairman, has testified that the organ­ 
ization spent some $48 million on the 
campaign. It had $4 million left over 
after Nixon’s landslide re-election. 
So there w as plenty of money to pay 
substantial sums to a college student 
recruited to infiltrate the campaigns of 
McGovern and Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie, and to finance alleged 
sabotage efforts. 
And there are charges now that the 
same treasury financed efforts to buy 
the silence of the seven men convicted 
in the Watergate raid. 


Republicans now say that the Nixon 
campaign operation functioned with 
ample latitude to plot and do what was 
done, and w ithout the knowledge of the 
I Resident. 
"You need only know the players 
involved,” said Sen. Robert J. Dole of 
Kansas, the former 
Republican 
chairman, who never cared much for 
the CRP operators anyhow . 
What the Nixon campaign com­ 
mittee seems to have had was a budget 
and a license* for political overkill, lx»th 
of which it used. 
By the tune the Watergate raid 
occurred. McGovern, the Democratic 
candidate Nixon men were said to 
have feared least among the opposition 
prospects, was clearly on his way to 
nomination. 
The campaign for Muskie, who once 
as towering front-runner had led Nixon 
in 1971 puhlic-opinion polls, had 
collapsed. Son. Hubert ll. Humphrey 
was still trying, but with scant hope of 
nomination. 
There was no evidence any covert 
CRP operation had significantly af­ 
fected that Democratic situation, 
On June 16, the day Ix'fore tlx* 
Watergate burglary, George Gallup’s 
pollsters lx*gan three days of soun­ 
dings which found that Nixon had a 60- 
per-eent-approval rating as president. 
That poling also discovered that in a 
two-man race, Nixon led McGovern 53 
|x*r cent to 37 |x*r cent 
Ultimately, Nixon won with 61 |x*r 
cent of the vote to McGovern’s 38 jht 
cent. 
So the President was in firm com­ 
mand of the presidential campaign, if 
not his own staff and organization. 
There is another irony in the fact 
that the Watergate crew had bugged a 
Democratic headquarters that ac­ 
tually had little to do with what was 
!iap|x*ning in tin* presidential cam­ 
paign. It was managing the debt, 
scheduling the convention, and dealing 
with party leaders who had lost their 
clout to tin* McGovern newcomers. 
Met iovern hammered the Watergate 


issue throughout his campaign—but a 
month before the election, a Gallup 
Poll reported that 80 per cent of those 
interviewed did 
not consider the 
wiretapping case a strong reason to 
vote for the Democratic nominee. 
ITu* White House was denying all 
charges, 
standing 
on 
a 
Nixon 
statement that no one in the ad­ 
ministration was involved. That 
statement has now been overtaken by 
events, and pronounced inoperative. 
And the latest Gallup Poll indicates 
that 41 per cent of the American people 
Ix lieve Nixon knew in advance of the 
Watergate bugging.

Dear Mrs. V.: 
Acute gall b lad d er d isease , or 
“cholescystitis,” is alm ost always the 
result of small or large stones that lie 
in the gall bladder. The stones abstruct 
the free passage of bile from the gall 
bladder into the upper part of the in­ 
testine, where it is used for the 
digestion of fatty foods. 
When the bile is damned back, the 
gall bladder is distended, and the 
lining becomes thickened, swollen, and 
inflamed. The sam e process can occur 
in the absence of stones. Bacterial 
infection and sluggish movem ent of 
bile m ay produce the sam e symptons 
as those caused by stones. 
The outstanding symptom of gall 
bladder disease, with or without a 
stone, is acute pain in the right upper 
part of the abdomen. One of the 
characteristics of the pain is that it 
radiates to the right side of the back, 
underneath the shoulder blade. 
Yet this is not always a sym ptom of 
gall bladder disease and m ust be 
carefully differentiated by the doctor. 
In flam m atio n s of the p a n c re a s, 
stomach ulcers, and hepatitis m ay

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s 
health chief wants a medical care 
system in the state that can’t tell the 
difference between rich and poor, 
young and old, city and country. 
We should have one class of 
medical care in Ohio,” said Dr. John 
(’ashman, director of the State 
Department of Health. “ We never will 
have a completely classless society, 
but we should have one in which there 
is one standard of medical care for all 
people.” 
( ashman pointed to one segment of 
society which is not capable getting 
medical aid under the present health 
care system.

Court Rules On Public Record Rights

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The public 
has a right to inspect and copy public 
records, even at the expense of public 
agencies when expense is incurred, the 
Ohio Supreme Court says. 


Its decision came Wednesday in a 
taxpayer’s suit against the Cleveland 
Division of Building, which declined a 
request by John W. White and others 
for information about building permits 
in the Ludlow community of East 
Cleveland. 
They sought building and a r ­ 
chitectural plans filed with the com­ 
missioner of the division by Tom Hob, 
Inc. 
Cuyahoga County Common Pleas 
Court granted White’s request for a 
writ of mandamus, compelling the 
commissioner to grant the request. 
In its unanim ous decision, the 
Supreme Court added its approval to 
an appellate court ruling that required 
the city to pay costs of supplying the 
information as well. The high court 
said Ohio law “establishes a public 
right to the inspection and copying of 
public records ...and plaintiff-ap- 
pellees are entitled to attorney fees in 
their taxpayers’ action.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Food 
and Drug administration later today 
will announce a total ban on the 
livestock growth drug DES, an in­ 
dustry source said. 
A ban would add hundred of millions 
of dollars to Americans’ annual meat 
bills, according to government and 
industry estimates. 
The additive is used to fatten cattle 
faster. 
The EDA had imposed a ban on the 
use of diethylstilbestrol or DES in 
animal feed effective last Jan. I, 
because illegal residues of the cancer- 
causing chemical were being found in 
edible tissue. 
But until now, the agency had 
allowed producers to use DES ear 
implant pellets which, although more 
troublesom e to 
cattlem en, 
also 
promoted livestock growth and weight 
gain. 
The industry source said the EDA 
ban on implant pellets will be im­ 
mediate, accompanied by a recall of 
all unused pellets on the market. 
Animals which already have been

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Check On Postal Service Discloses Some Delays Worse

The third Associated Press survey of 
mail service since 1971 shows a 
delivery pattern that has improved on 
the average but is prone to worsening 
delays that affect one letter in six. 
The survey method was the same 
one used for service tests in the winter 
of 1971 and spring of 1972 — a total of 
792 letters were mailed from six cities 
over five days. 
Ix/cal deliveries were typical of 
findings that showed improvement 
amid worse lapses. 
Eight times out of IO, the U.S. Postal 
Service met its goal of providing next- 
day service on local mailings, a target 
that was missed almost half the time in 
the 1971 and 1972 surveys. 
But while the 1972 survey singled out 
as the worst examples of local service 
one letter that was in the mail 67 hours 
and two that were in the mail 63 hours, 
the 1973 survey recorded one that 
languished in a local postal system for 
93 hours, two bottled up for 71 hours, 
and two held up for 65 hours. 
Similarly, the 1973 survey showed 
improvement in the average time for 
intercity deliveries, but found that 
weekend service was worse than in 
1972. 
The 1972 survey concluded that 
Friday was the worst day to mail 
letters, noting that in a dozen cases 
delivery was delayed until Tuesday. 
In the 1973 survey, 30 letters mailed 
on Friday weren’t delivered until 
Tuesday, and nine others didn’t reach 
their destinations until Wednesday. 
Air mail had been used for 14 of the 
Tuesday arrivals and four of the 
Wednesday arrivals. In all, 15 per cent 
of the letters mailed Friday didn‘t 
reach their destinations until Tuesday 
or Wednesday. 
To judge over-all performance this 
year. The AP used a grade system that 
gave the Postal Service an A for next- 
day delivery on local and intercity 
letters; a B for every firstclass in­ 
tercity letter delivered within two 
days, and for every air mail letter 
delivered within I 1* days; a C for 
every firstclass letter that took three 
days, and for every air mail letter that 
took two days; and a failing F grade 
for every local letter not delivered the 
next day, every air mail letter that 
took more than two days, and every 
first-class intercity letter that took 
more than three days. 
On this scale, the Postal Service 
received an A grade 28 per cent of the 
time, a B 29 per cent, a C 27 per cent, 
and an F 16 per cent — an F for roughly 
one letter in six. 
Few routes consistently received the 
same grade, however, and there were 
frequent swings from A to F over the 
survey period.

Figures on the average delivery 
time for intercity first-class mail 
provided another example of im­ 
provement amid inconsistencies that 
make it difficult to depend on how mail 
will be handled. 
In the 1971 survey, the average 
delivery time for intercity first-class 
mail was 2.6 days. In 1973, the com­ 
parable figure was 2.4 days, but the 
average smoothed over one letter that 
spent a week in the postal system, two 
that didn’t reach their destinations 
until almost six days after they were 
mailed, and five that were hung up five 
days. 
The over-all 
air 
mail record 
provided another illustration of im­ 
provement while a hard core of 
problems remained or grew worse. 
In the latest survey, 62 per cent of 
the air mail letters arrived ahead of 
their first-class counterparts, com­ 
pared with 46 per cent in 1972 and 50 
per cent in 1971. But in all three sur­ 
veys, 9 per cent of the air mail letters 


spent more time in the mail than their 
first-class companions. 
In 1971, the average delivery time 
for air mail was 2.1 days. In 1973, the 
average was 1.8 days, but two of the 
360 air mail letters spent six days hung 
up in the postal system and five others 
were not delivered until five days after 
they were mailed. 
Participants in the survey were AP 
bureaus in six cities — New York, 
Washington, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Houston, and lx)s Angeles. 
A staff member in each bureau went 
to an outside mail box six times — 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday at IO 
a.m. local time and the same three 
days at 4 p.m. 
Each time 22 letters were deposited. 
Two were addressed to the bureau 
itself — one without a zip code and one 
with a zip code. Each of the other five 
bureaus was sent four letters — one 
first class with a zip code, one first 
class without a zip code, one air mail 
with a zip code, and one air mail 


without a zip code. 
Each letter was coded to indicate the 
time of mailing, and each bureau 
promptly sorted its mail deliveries to 
assure an accurate recording of the 
letters’ arrival times. 
A total of 148 letters — 19 per cent of 
the 792 in the survey — arrived in the 
afternoon mail deliveries that are 
made to business offices but are not 
available in residential sections. 
Because the participating cities are 
all on major airline routes, the letters 
also were not subject to delays 
frequently encountered on mail sent 
from cities without major airline trunk 
connections. 
The only change in the method used 
for the 1971 and 1972 surveys was that 
afternoon mailings were made this 
year at 4 p.m. local time instead of 5 
p.m. Tile purpose was to test the Postal 
Service claim that it records a high 
percentage of next-day deliveries on 
air mail letters deposited by 4 p.m. 
Zip-coded letters spent an average of 


234 fewer hours less in the mail than 
their non/ipped counterparts — 49U 
hours vs. 52 hours — but there was no 
consistent pattern. Twelve per cent of 


the zip-coded letters arrived later than 
their nonzipped counterparts, and 65 
per cent of the zip-coded letters 
arrived at the same time.

Morgan, Reds Trip Expos, 7-4 


CINCINNATI, Ohio 
(A P )- You 
could call it Joe Morgan’s revenge. But 
Morgan didn’t. 
Morgan, Cincinnati’s fireplugshaped 
second baseman, stomped and raged 
when plate umpire Jerry Dale called 
him out in a close play in the seventh 
inning of Wednesday’s Cincinnati- 
Montreal baseball tussle here. 
The run Morgan represented would 
have given the Reds a 4-3 lead. 
“ I told him he was out of position,” 
Morgan said later. “ If he’s in position, 
I have no gripe. But he wasn’t. And I 
told him that ...I told him several 
times.” 
Morgan vented his frustrations an 
inning later, when he boomed a three- 
run homer off Montreal reliever Tom 
Walker to seal the Reds’ 7-4 victory. 
“ No, I wasn’t mad when I went up 
there,” Morgan said. “ You can’t go up 
to the plate mad. You have to forget 
things It wasn’t revenge.” 


Morgan’s homer highlighted a 
seven-hit Cincinnati attack that 
Manager Sparky Anderson admitted, 
“ wasn’t too impressive.” 


The Reds managed only three hits 
off Montreal starter Balor Moore in 
five and one-third innings, but took 
advantage of Moore’s errant arm in 
the sixth to mount a three-run inning. 
Again in the eighth, Cincinnati 
capitalized on Expo mistakes for the 
winning runs. 


Montreal had parlayed a Cincinnati 
error, a walk and singles by Ron 
Fairly and Ken Singleton into two runs 
off w inning pitcher Jack Billingham, 3- 
0, in the fourth. 
Moore, meanwhile, cruised until the 
sixth, then ran into trouble. 
Tony Perez singled, Rich Schein- 
blum walked and Moore threw wildly 
over first base on Phil Gagliano’s 
sacrifice bunt, allowing Perez to score. 


Denis Menke scored Scheinblum

Geronimo sent Moore to the showers 
with a run-scoring single. 
“ I don’t know if Balor was upset 
about that wild throw,” grumbled 
Montreal Manager Gene Mauch, “ but 
I sure was.” 


The Expos gained a 3-3 tie in the 
seventh on two singles and a fielder’s 
choice, but the Reds took a 4-3 lead in 
the eighth on I>arry Stahl's single, a 
walk, a sacrifice and an error by sec­ 
ond baseman Pepe Frias. 


Then came Morgan’s clinching 
homer off Walker, who absorbed the 
loss, his second against one win. 
Montreal scored a meaningless run 
in the ninth. 
“ This was a big game for us,” said 
Morgan. “ Man, we’re struggling. We 
lose today and we’re in trouble.” 
Anderson agreed, pointing to a 


mounting injury toll. Outfielders 
Bobby Tolan and Pete Rose were out of 
the starting lineup Wednesday with 
minor injuries, and the pitching staff is 
hurting with Roger Nelson tem­ 
porarily out of the starting rotation 
and Gary Nolan out indefinitely. 


“ We’re just not playing well,” said 
Anderson, w hose club has a 12-6 record 
despite the injury problems, and is 
second to San Francisco in the Na­ 
tional League West. 


“ I don’t really know of anything that 
we’ve done well this year,” he added.

Lake Erie 
Fish Kill 
Discovered 


IX)R AIN, Ohio! API—State pollution 
control authorities are investigating 
what may be a major fish kill in I-ike 
Erie off Ixirain County. 
Ray 
Matjasic Jr., a 
public 
in­ 
formation officer for the Ohio En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency, said 
specialists operating in a U.S. Coast 
Guard boat found dead fish as far as 
half a mile out into the lake Tuesday. 


Robert Sturtz, superintendent of the 
Elyria water treatment plant, made 
the first report on the fish kill. 
“We observed many thousands of 
dead fish as far out in the lake as we 
could see,” Sturtz said. “ I have seen 
fish kills before, but never this bie.” 


“This looks like it could bt* a major

kill,” 
said 
Al 
Smith 
of

U. S. Env i r o n me nt a l 
Pr ot ec t ion 
Agency’s Ohio District office. 
He said it was unlikely it was a 
natural kill resulting from depletion of 
oxygen in the water, because so many 
species of fish were affected. Fish 
found along the shore included white 
bass, smelt, carp, perch and shad, 
Smith said. 
Matjasic said if a chemical is found 
to be the cause of the kill, EPA officials 
hope “to find out if the effluent is still 
coming out and if it is, stop it fast.” 
Tests were being made on several 
fish at the I/train water pollution of­ 
fice. Water samples also were tieing 
tested.
